THE EFFECT OF VERNON’S DRUNK ENNESS. 
There has been some speculation here to- 
day as to whether the mental condition of 
Jurur Vernon will afford ground for success- 
fully contesting the validity of any verdict 
which the jury may render. The counsel for 
the government do not think it will. They 
hold the rule governing the cases of miscon- 
duct on the part of jurors to be, that unless

the misconduct is of such a character

WASHINGTON, June 13.—Lieutenant Crar- 
liogton left here to-night, and will sail from 
New York Wednesday on the Yantic, on his 
relief expedition to Lady Franklin bay, to 
relieve Lieutenant Greeley’s party. He has 
very little expectation of reaching Lady 
Franklin bay this summer, but will go as far 
as hecan, putup his winter quarters, and 
send out sledge parties to meet Lieutenant 
Greeley, who in September will leave his sta- 
tion and follow down the .east shore of Grin- 
nell land until he falls in with the relief 
party. In the summer of 1584 it 1s fair to ex- 
pect that both parties will get back. 

Lieutenant Garlington isa young cavalry 
officer, seven years out of West Point; one of 
those who received sudden promotion in con- 
sequence of. the Custer massacre. He is now 
weil up to captaincy. In person he is short 
and slight, almost to etfeminacy. His whole 
appearance would not encourage the idea that 
he bad the physical endurance necessary to 
lead such a party. His fellow officers, how. 
ever, have great confidence in his 
success. He volunteered for the service, and 
in conversation this evening expressed him- 
self as confident that no accident would befall 
his party, which is equipped with everything 
which experience recommends, and is acting 
with an understanding with the Greeley party. 
At St. John’s he and his men will be trans- 
ferred from the Yantic to the Proteus, which 
carried Greeley north in 1881, since when 
nothing has been heard from him. \

THE OHIO GRRENBACKERS. 


Beth Great Parties Charged With Corruption. and 
Greenbackism lure. 


Cotumsvs, Ohio, June 13.—The state con- 
vention of the greenback labor party met here 
to-day. About forty delegates were in attend- 
ance.

HIS VICTIM. 


From the Pisto! of Jamis Nutt—How the Villian 
Wea Followed Up—Five Bullets Driven—

late state treasurer, Captain A. C. Nutt, &%. 
ceased, shotand killed N. L. Dukes, his fe- 
ther's murderer, this evening. He shot five 
times, gll the balls taking effect. Dukes died 
instantly. Dukes had been frequently warn- 
ed of his danger in remaining in Uniontown, 
and he lately said he wonld either stay there 
orin the cemetery. It is said that he had ex- 
perienced a fear of theson of Captaip 
Nutt, and was never on the s‘reet after nigbt. 
To-day James Nutt was seen practicing with 


a revolver at his home, and this evenis¢ 
about half-past seven he was standing near 
the post-office when Dukes came along. As 
Dukes was passing he turned his head, and 
noticed young Natt just as he stepped from 


in Dukes’s side. 
POURING IN HOT SHOT. ~ 

Dukes started torun, when Nutt followed 
and shotagain. By this time Dukes was on 
the postoffice steps, when he received another 
shot and fell inside the door. Nutt followed 
and fired two more shots into Duke's prostrate 
body, one taking effect in the neck. Dukes 
was dead before any one could get to him. 
The revolver that did the work is the same 
that Captain Nutt carried on the morning vf 
hie death. a 

THE AVENGER IN JAIL. 

_ Young Nutt gave himself up and is now in 
jail. He was calm but pale as a sheet, The 
coroner's jury is now sitting. The excite- 
ment is running high, Dukes, it will be re- 
membered, was a frequent visitor at the 
house of Captain Nutt, where he was received 
as a friend and treated with the utmost hos- 
pitality. For some reason unexplained, he 
wrote letters to the captain, disgracing his 
daughter, and when the Jatter went to Dukes’s 
room at the hotel to demand retraction, 
Dukes shot him down. 


THEDYNAMITE12RIAL. 


The Case fur the Prosecution Closed—Argument In 


Progress. 
Lonxpox, June 13.—The trial of the men 
concerned in the dynamite conspiracy, 


charged with treasen felony, was resumed 
this morning. The detectives who effected 
the arrest of Ansburg testified thatthe pris- 
oner, on being apprebended, was aa to 
give an account of himself, and was told if he. 
refused he would have bimself to blame fgr 
anything which happened to him. He thefe- 
upon said he came from America. Lord 
Chief Justice Coleridge expressed the opinion 
that as the prisoner was not provided with 
counsel, no statement of his which had been 
elicited by threat or promise could be 
received against him. Evidence was given by 
the witnesses to show the connection betyggen 
Ansburg and Dr. Gallagher. It was proved 
that the latter introduced the former at tie 
Charing Cross hotel as Mr. Gallagher in order 
that he might obtain letters and telegrams 
addressed to that name. Ansburgin exantip- 
ing Inspector Mellville, of the metropolifin 
police, who was called as ai witness 
in regard to the words which passed be- 
tween f#hem when the former was arrested, 
calied the inspector a liar because he denied 
he had said to him (Ansburg) at that time 
‘You had better turn informer and get five 
bundred pounds.’”’ Lord Chief Justice Cole- 
ridge then interposed and restored order. A 
pdlice inspector of Glasgow testified that he 
had visited Bernard Gatiagher, while he ws 
in prison. There Gallagher stated that he 
knew the other prisoners, but said that he was 
not connected with the dynamite schools in 
New York. He said he 
knew O’ Donovan Rossa presided 
over one of the schools. An Irish constable 
swore that the prisoner, Curtin, lived ai 
lermog, Ireland, under the name of Kent, 
after he left America, and that he was con- 
nected with the Gallaghers. Mr. Majendie, 
government inspector, testified that he ex- 
amined the contents of Whitehead’s factory, 
in Ledsam street, Birmingham, which com- 
prized two hundred pounds of nitro glycerine, 


six hundred pounds of ownitrice acid 
and seven hundred pounds of sul- 
phuric acid. He also stated that he 


had examined the partition of local govern- 
ment board offices, which was wrecked by an 
explosive, and gave it as his opinion that 
twen'y pounds of nitro glycerine bad caused 
the damage. The case for the prosecution 
was then declared clused, and Mr. Clark began 
his argument on behalf of Dr. Gallagher. He 
declared that there was no occasion to detend 
the prisoner against the charge of levying 
war against the government, as no evidence 
had been adduced to show that he was guilty 
of that offense. Lord Chief Justice Coleridge 
declared that if the prisoners had agreed to 
destroy the property of the crown, ;to en- 
danger life, or to intimidate the counsellors of 
the queen or parliament, they virtually levied 
war against the country. Counsel for the de- 
fense submitted that there was no case against 
Bernard Gallager, who, he said, had acted 
while under the influence of drink. The court 
adjourned.

THE QUEEN’S HEALTH.

SOUTH AMERICAN WARMTH. 


Bloodshed and Revolutions Still Actively Present 
With Our Neighbors. } 

PanaMA, June 13.—The revolution in Ecua- 
dor has not terminated. . The rebels surround 
Guayaquil, and by feints and light attacks 
keep Veintimilla and his troops on a continu- 
almove. Alfaro and Sarasti are gradually 
tightening around the city. All the stores are 
closed at nightfall. Foreigners have placards 
on their houses, declaring their ownership by 
neutrals. Provisions are starce. Al)faru’s 
men made a pretended attack on the town on 
the 23dultimo. Firing eommenced at 1 a. m. 
and was kept up until 3 o'clock, and some 
sixty cannon shots were fired. Some small 
shells fell in the city, but did no harm. 


The frevolutionists avoid any conflict 
which may expose tife city, while 
the dictators’ object is evidently ‘so to 


compromise matters, as to ensure the destruc- 
tion of the town. The land wire which con- 
nects Guayaquil with the cable on the coast 
has been interrupted by the rebels, and noth- 
ing will be heard from that port until its cap- 
ture. : 

The American schooner Ounalouski recent 
ly arrived at Acajutla with a load of 
munitiows of war shipped by Jutte, 
of San Francisco, for revolutionary purposes. 
On landing the captain was joyfully received 
by the authorities, who declared themselves 
to be rebels, and the arms were at once un- 
loaded. When 1,000 rifles, 400 cases of 
cartridges, two cases of sabres and ten cases of 
bayenets had beed disembarked the captain 
was informed that there was a revolution in 
tbe country, and that his vessel and 
cargo were seized and he and his crew prison- 
ers. He wasfuriousat being thus trapped, 
but his rage was unavailing. The arms are 
now in the service of the regularly appointed 
constitutional government, of which Presi- 
dent Zuldmar is the head.

That fact remembered, the colored 
people are now upin arms against him, In 
Greene county the colored republicans have 
already passed resolutions repudiating the 
nomination and have appointed a committee 
to canvass the state to urge his defeat.’’

THE PERIL OF BEN AND HOLLAND 
MITCHELL. 


Muscogee Court Engegcd Upon the Trial “of alGrave 
Ciime—A Negro Kliie the Father of « Boy Whomyee 
He Had Whipped—The Circumstances 
Concerning the Affair, B.o. 


Cotumnbes, Ga., June 13.—Henry P. Wynne, 
of Talbot county, was not murdered at Do- 
boise, as telegraphed yesterday, but a negro 
of the same name was the victim, hence the 
error. On the opening of Muscogee court 
this morning, the cases of Ben and Holland 
Mitchell, charged with the murder of Mr. J. 
B. Wright, was put on trial. The state is 
represented by Solicitor Grimes, Captain 
Reese Crawford, Colonel B. A. Thornton and 
J. M. McNeill, and the: defense by Governor 
J. M. Smith, J. M. Russell and Jno. Peabody. 
After exhausting a venire of one bundred, 


the following jury was empannelled: J. K. 
Dimon, C. K, Redd, J. R. Brooks, H. F. Evy- 
erett, Joel D. Johnson, J. M. Estes, R. M. 
Kirven, W. L. Tillman, John B. Haynes, J. 
A. Cartledge, J. A. Rankin, Richard Slade. 
After the examination of several witnesses, 
the court adjourned to nine o’clock to-mor- 
row morning. Great interest is manifested 
in the triaP and the court room has been 
packedall day. No new facts have yet been 
developed by rhe testimony. 

The crime was committed about twelve 
o'clock on Monday, July 3d, 1882, in front of 
Hoiland Mitchell’s house, in what is knuwn 
as the Northern Liberties, just north of the 
city. Ben Mitchell lived aboug a quarter of a 
mile farther north, and up the river from 
Holland’s, wnere be Had a small farm. On 
Friday evening before the shootipg, George 
Wright, thirteen years old, a son of the de- 
ceased, Stanley Willett and a negro 
boy, .about the same age, named 
ed Henry Jackson went up the river to *‘go 
in washing.” After they came out it was 
proposed that, they go into the watermelon 
patch of Ben Mitchell, near by, and get some 
melons. As they went into the patch they 
were spied by Ben and his nephew, who were 
at work in an adjoining field.

insin the killing. A warrant having been taken 
ont for the arrest of Brookins, he gave himself up to 
the sheriffand was lodgedin jail. The commit 

ment trial will probably take place to-day and a 
bond begiven. By request of Brookins the writer 
visited him at the jail yesterday morning. Mr. 
Brookins states that his daughter, about fifteen 
years Of age, had au infant recently, and when he 
tried to find out the author of her misfortune she 
candidly and contritely said that no man but York 
Cooper, who lived with her father lastyear, had 
ever touched her criminally. Again and 
again she protested that this was 
the truth. Sati-fied of the statement 
of the girl he (Brookins) got his guy and went over 
to a place he had rented, and found Cooper plow- 
ing. He told Cooper what he (Cooper) had done, 
and he had co ne to settle the matter. Cooper made 
a movement eitherfor resistance, or retreat, when 
he shot him. Brookins fegls keenly the necessity 
for the act he committed, but says the matter had 
troubled himso much.and to show his young 
daughters that he had done all he could to wipe 
out the stain on his family and set an example that 
might do good, he was compelled to do the deed. 
The girl told her father that she was very sorry for 
itall, and thatit was against her will that Cooper 
had violated her person in the first place.

Vasuixoton, June 11.—Mr. Bancroft’s rose 
garden is now in its prime. He has attached 
to his Washington residence a lot in the rear, 
planted in grass, which belonged to the house 
when he bought it, and another much larger 
one, tifiy oy one hundred feet, at right angies 
with it, which be purchased later. This is all 
planted in roses of the choicest varieties that 
will grow in the open air. The high fences 
enclosing the ,arden are fairly lined with 
roses, Which are trained against their sides, as 
aiso are honeysuckles. A rose house, with 
viass roof, is on on@wide the garden, in which 
there is never any artificial “heat, but Mr. 
Dancroft uses itonly that he may have his 
pets bloom earlier in the spring than they 
would out of doors. Inthe main portion of 
the garden rose bushes, supported by slender 
sticks, are planted as thickly as is possivle for 
them lo be, consisient with neatness and con- 

ditions favorable to their growth, 
Narrow paths run between the rows, 
brough which their owner walks in mingled 
There are over five 
iundred varieties, and he can call each of his 
eis by name without a moment's hesitation. 
le visits them regularly between’ eight and 
ineevery mornisz, clipping off blossoms 
ay their prime and twigs that need cutting.

The Western North Carolina, 
From the Charlotte Journal. 

One of the most terrific rain storms that has ever 
been known to fallin this state, visited Salisbury 
and vicluity last Saturiay night. So frightful was 
ithe downpour that many of the people are inclined 
to the belief that it was a genuine water spout. Be 


this asit may, it was no ordinary rain storm. Min- 
cled with the rear of the torrents, came the roll of 
thunder and the crack of lightning, and the course 
of the turbulent streams, with mill houses and 
bridges tumbling and rolling down their swollen 
currents were lighted here and there by blazing 
barns. Little streams that in ordinary times could 
be stepped over by a child were quickly converted 
int» rivers, and ruin was being worked on every 
hand. -The storm appears to have eXtended for 
ten miles around Salisbury, and was severest up 
the lineof the Western North Carolina railroad, 
where two overturned enginesand a _bur.ed train, 
bore evidence of its disastrous results* 

A party of Charlotie boys were on board one of 
the trains and arrived home Sunday afternoon to 
tell their experience. There were three trains on 
the road, all bound for ay yg The mixed le 
eal and freight train was in the lead, a gravel train 
followed this, and the reguler parsenger train 
bronghtup the rear. While the first train was 
going througha big cut, eight miles from Salisbury 
a tremenduous rock broke toose from the top of the 
embankment and came down on the track followed 
by a slide of land, catching and holding the train 
Finding itimpossibleto move either back- 
ward or forward, Kngineer Boyd cut his engine 
loose, and with the conductor and fireman started 
on to Salisbury to telegraph back and warn the 
other two trains. 

A track waiker was sent ahead of the engine with 
a lantern, and the engineer was moving slowly. 
After proceeding about two miles, and while cross- 
ing a culvert, the engine began to sink and then 


suddenly went down into the water below, where it 


lay bottom up Engineer Boyd, the fireman and 
the conductor leaped out at the first warning and 
escaped unhurt. In the meantime the gravel train 
was approaching the scene of the first wreck, 
under charge of Engineer Clark. Torpedoes 
had been planted on the track and warned by 
these, the engineer was driving along slowly, and 
just as he had arrived to within two miles of the 
“scotched’’ train, a culvert gave way under his en- 
gine ard all went down in the surging torrent. Tie 
engineer and all hands escaped unhurt. Sometime 
afterward, Captain Tom Murphy’s passenger train 
came up and stopped behind the gravel train. The 
rain wascoming down in sheets and the scen 
was wild and frightful in ‘the extreme. 
There were fifteen passergers. on . the 
local freight ay d ten on the regular seam arg train. 
When daylight came our Charlotte boys got out of 
the car and took up a pilzrimage to Salisbury, pass- 
ing the wrecks on thelr way, and arriving at their 
destination in time for a late breakfast. All along 
their tramp they saw evidences. of the severity of 
the storm. Ina level field the dirt had been torn 
upandthe solid red clay exposed fora depth of 
four feet. All the lowlands were under sheets of 
shining, rippling water, and the country roads 
were hullowed out and washed into big guHies. 

A eonstruction train was at once sent to the 
scenes of trouble on the railroad, and yesterday 
morning the damages had been repaircd and trains 
were running. 

In Salisbury the rainfall was about 8 inches and 
at the depot the water stood four feet deep, Where 
oue of the covered bridges spans the track, a land- 
dé oecurred biinging down the telegraph poles 
with it. The damage done in Rowan county is un- 
precedented. Al! the bridges leading to Salisbury 
are either swept away or damaged, and yesterday 
the * eg was cutoff from the country mails and 
travel. - 


The Albemarleand Raleigh. 

KaALEeiGn, N. C., June 9.—The Albemarle and 
Raleigh raiircad is now completed from William- 
ston, in the county of Martin, to Tarboro, in the 
county of Edgecombe... This road was chartered in 
iS6s and special tax bonds were issued in aid of the 
road.’ The grading was begun and part of the 
iron was laid down, when the collapse of the state 
credit came,in 1869, and work was stopped. The 
charter became the property of L P. Bayne & Co.;

of New York City, end the road remained 
in a dormant -condition until last 
year, when work was again begun. 
Bayne & Co., are now desirous 


of completing the road to Raleigh. -A v:oposition 
for a suvscription of $100,000 to the stock of the 
company by this (Wake) county was defeated on 
April l7. Propositions are now before the voters of 
Kaleigh township to subscribe $50,000, and before 
those of the townships of St. Matthew, Mark's 
Creek, and Little Kiver to subscribe $10,000 each, 
The election is to be held on June23. Anew regis 
tration of voters of the townships named is being 
made by the order of the county commissioners, 
It is ex pected that al those in 
favor of the supscription will register and vote, and 
itis believed that those opposed will be indifferent 
and not register. The pressure for subscriptions 
from the townships comes mainly from the mer- 
chants of Raleigh. These men say that thetrade of 
Raleigh is ruined by the freight rates, which are 
now so much per mile, and that the wholesale and 
jobbing trade of Raleigh is d stroyed by this ar- 
rangement of the railroads, which discrim- 
inates against Raleign and in favor of the smal) 
towns. All this injury is due to the 
fight that Senator Vauce made upon _ the 
Kichmoud and Danville company in 1881. These 
merchants were nearly all heelers and shouters for 
Vancein1ss!. There are some who are not alto- 
gether sorry that these men, who have taken so 
much pains to gerrymauder the sate, cMies end 
towns, and enact election Jaws calculated to pre- 
venta free and fair vote, should now be afflicted 
with a deadly dose adimiuistered by theirown chosen 
physician. 

Chere is astrong opposiiionin many quarters to 
the granting of any subscription to the road. L. 
Layue is the man who manipulated the special tax 
nonds and got them on Wall-strect in 1868, During 
these trausactionus he became indebted te G. W. 
Swepson, of thiscity, in the sum of $20,000, and a 
suit has been brought to recover this, and the rail- 
road franchise and al) its fixtures have bein at- 
tached to pay this debt. Those who oppose the 
subscriptions say it is very strange that a company 
proposing to build 70 miles of railroad that will 
cost at least $200,000, does not pay $20,000 
if able to do so. It is well known that sub- 
scription cannot be carried without the aid 
of the colored vote. A number of demo- 
crats who have abused the _ republi- 
can party for ldsears because of the appropriation 
ofstate bondsia IsiV¥in aid of railroads are now 
seeking through the voters who own no property 
and pay no taxesto putin operation by voting for 
subscription the very same principle upon which 
the republicans were wrecked in the campaign and 
election of i870. It is certain that subscription will 
carry in Litile River and Mark's Creek townships. 
In St. Matthewsand Raleigh townships the con- 
test will be heated and close, and if subscription 
carries, it is asserted that there are good grounds 
upon which to have the electivn declared yoid, 
and also to enjoin the issuecof the bonds, ‘There is 
abranch of the Wilmirgton an Weldon 
railroad running from Rocky Mount to 
Tarboro, a distance of seventeen miles, which 
itis understood can be leased as Part of 
the line from Jamesviile to Raleagh. It was thought 
thatthe Richmond aud WVanville people would op- 
pose the subscription, as their line rnns from here 
to Goldsboro, but Colonel A. B. Andrews, assistant 
presideut, who resides in thiscity, is of the opinion 
that the road to Ralcigh would bea feeder to his 
line. The Albemarle and Raleigh road is really in- 
tended by its projectors as a rival and competitor of 
the Raleigh aud Gaston aud Seaboard and Roanoke 
railrozds, which run from here to Portsmouth, Va. 
But how thiscan be when there is no connection 
by water at Jamesville to Norfolk, Baltimore and 
New York, by which another line would be estab- 
lished over the Aibemarle and Raleigh railroad to 
the pag named is exceedingly difficult to under-

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ALFRED SHORTER’S WILL 
THE CASE IN COURT YESTERDAY 
BEFORE JUDGE STEWART. 


.Bketeh of a Rowarkatls Man Who Amasecd a Great 


Fortune—His Munifizrent Gifs to Shorter 
Colleg>~How Hel f His Esteteandthe | 
Giounds For Contesting the WI). : 


The greatest will contest in the history of 
the Georgia courts was that three years ago 
over the celebrated Telfair will. Mary Telfair 
died in Savannah, leaving a fortune of be- 
tween $600,000 and $700,000, nearly all of 
which was bequeathed to charitable and re- 
ligious objects. The relatives tried to break 
the will, and the care, after a hard contest, 
was decided in favor of the will. The final 
opinion in the supreme court was rendered 
by Judge George Hillyer, then of the Atlanta 
cireuit, who sat ‘‘pro hoc vice’ on the su- 
preme bench in that case. 


Next to the Telfair case in the amount of. 


money involved and the interest aroused 
stands the Shorter will case now in the courts. 
A motion for a new trial in this case is now 
pending before Judge Stewart in Fulton supe- 
rior court. The case belongs in the Floyd 
superior court. Judge Stewart presided at 


its trial at the March term, and by consent of 


all parties the motion for a new trial was 
brought before him here. The history of the 
case 1s interesting and involves to a considera- 
ble degree the history of one of the remarka- 
ble men of Georgia. Alfred Shorter was born 
in Wilkes county in 1803. When about six 
years old his mother died and _ he 
went to live with his grandfather, remaining 
with him-until he reached manhood. His 
father married again, and had several chil- 
dren by the second marriage.. When Alfred 
Shorter began life for himself he went to 
Monticello, where he was employed by a Mr. 
Baldwin, one of the leading merchants of 
that rlace, 
eup.oyerand was taken into partnership, The 


firm prospered, and in its —* was 
laid the foundation of what afterwards be- 
came the princely Shorter fortune. At 


length Baldwin died. The business was con- : 


tinued by Shorter as surviving partner, the 
widow retaining her husbana’s . interest. 
Finally Shorter married Mrs. Baldwin. They 
had no children. Two sisters of Mrs. Shorter 
lived near her. They were Mrs. Harper and 
Mrs. Uooley, both of whom were blessed with 
offspring. The families were quite inti- 
mate and Mr. Shorter saw a great deal 
of his wife’s neices and nephews. About 
thirty-five years ago Mr. Harper, Mr. Shor- 
ter's brother-in-law, moved to the neighbor- 
hood of Rome. Soonafterwards Mr. Cooley 
followed and settled near him. It was not 
long before Mr. Shorter went to Floyd coun- 
ty also and settled at Cave Springs. His keen 
business sense applied itself at once to the op- 
portunities around him. He invested largely 
in real estate and mines, and was one of the 
projectors of the’ Rome railroad, and also 
largely engaged in vanking. 

Cooley and Harper died years ago and Short- 
Their 
children lived near him and for a great many 
years some of the Harper children were in 
his household as part of his family. Mr. 
Shorter rapidly grew. from a prosperous into a 
wealthy man. His every enterprise seemed 
to succeed and his remarkable capacity for, 
business bore abundant fruit. Seven or eight 
years ago his wife died and about tlfe 
same time he founded Shorter college whith 
now stands a noble monument to his menjo- 
ry. His first gift was $20,000 but he furnished 
the institution with all its buildings and ap- 
pliances, which cost besides this donation 
about $135,000. In the will $40,000 more was 
given to the school, which rounded off the 
magnificent sum of $200,000, donated by this 
man for the education of the women of Geor-

Miss Nei}, 
the tionist of the institution, had a class 
Jarreading with all the modern improvement. 
' Sach instruction for all the children in Geor- 
gia would be worth millions. In arithmetic 
Miss Marsh compels her pupils to think, and 
allows noerror or blunder to pass uncorrected. 
Mrs. Vacbe, who has taught elementary 
science the past year, had ea 
class in the lowest grade 
‘inbotany. Their facility in originating clear, 
concise and correct statements is, under the 
circumstances, almost miraculous. Miss 
Loomis conducted the examination in Uni‘el 
States history, and plainly showed that she 
has no patience with mere parrot work. Miss. 
Massey, a colored. graduate of Oberlin, has 
given instruction in music by the Tonic Sol- 
fa system, and the results secured argue 
favorably for the merits of the system. At the 


close of the examinations members 
of the examining committee expressed their 
gratification at what they had seen 


in well considered but emphatic terms. Af- 
ter the literary exercises the visitors and 
other guests repaired to the cottage to test 
by sight and taste the cooking of senior nor- 
mal girls.

Death of Mra. M. A. HMaygood, Mother of Nev. A. G. 
lay good. 

Mrs. Martha Askew Haygood, died in peace at 
her residence, No. 45 McDonough street,in this city, 
at half past nine o'clock last night. Mrs. Haygood 
was born in Burke county, North Carolina, Jnly - 
14,1810. She was the daughter of the Rev. Josiah 
Askew, an itinerent preacher, of Asbury’s time—a 
man who, in hisday, was one of the foremost men 
inthe Methodist church. Her father settled in 
Habersham county, Georgia when . Mrs. Haygood 
was twelve years old.

She was a Christian from 
her twelfth year; was during her active life full of 
good works, the friend of the poor and the helper

long time. She was the mother of six children, two 
of whom died in infancy. H-r surviving chiidren 
are Dr Atticus G. Haygood, Miss Laura A. Hay- 
good, Mrs. Charles E, Boynton, and William A.
